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Select  from  the  heading  the  number  of  days,  trace  the  column  down  until  you  intercept  the  percentage,  wliere  you  have  the  interest. 
The  same  amount  will  be  the  Interest  for  one  year,  for  the  Dollars  and  cents  at  the  same  heading. 

Short  and  accurate  Interest  calculation  on  $100.00  for  any  number  of  days:  Place  one  cipher  to  the  right  of  number  of  days,  divide  it  by 
three  and  you  have  12  per  cent.— Divide  by  four  and  you  have  9  per  cent.— Divide  by  six  and  you  have  6  per  cent.— Divide  by  nine  and 
you  have  4  per  cent.— Divide  by  twelve  and  you  have  3  per  cent.
